A sad smile wreathed the face of Dr. Hy- 
att, weather prophet and baseball fan, 
Saturday morning. Friday's showers tbreat- 
ened a return engagement and the doctors’ 
hopes to witness the game in the after- 
noon hung by the slenderest thread. 

The Lower Mississippi Valley is the cen- 
ter of the present rainy disturbance. The 
storm has come from that region and 
reached St. Louis in form just mild enough 
to make things disagreeable out doors. 

Then there is a decided low over the 
Rocky Mountain. slope which the meteoro- 
logical forecaster terms a “dry low.”” These 
diverse elements combined to give St. Louis 
sultry weather Saturday. At 7 o’clock the 
thermometer on top of the weuther bureau 
registered 54 degrees. An hour later there 
was an increase of three degrees, and the 
silver thread continued to climb. 

The doctor was making a chalk plate of 
his weather map when a visitor entered. 
He stenciled the Mississippi Valley at 
length and said: 

‘“‘LookKs as though we were going to have 
some rain, but I will not state so posi- 
tively. You see I said Friday conditions in 
St. Louis would be unsettled and they were 
My prognostigations for Saturday and Sun- 
day are general, that is the conditions are 
so uncertain that we may have wet weath- 
er, while again there is a chance for Old Sol 
to appear. There is only a chance for him 
however, as conditions all about us are 


very, very doubtful. We needn't kick. 
They had rain in Chicago and are threat- 
ened with some more. It is cloudy in New

REVOLUTION 1S SPREADING 


In Columbia the Rebels Are Gaining 
and Have Captured Several 
Departments. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

COLON, Colombia, April 7.—Despite all in- 
formation to the contrary, the revolution 
is developing through the republic. For 
months the rebels have been gaining 
strength. The department of Santander and 
all of Tolima, with the exception of the 
city of Honda, are in the hands of the in- 
surgents. The rebels also control large parts 
of the departments of Boyacaya and Cauca. 

Several weeks ago the insurgents at- 
tacked Rio Hacha, capturing the port after 
a severe fight. They are nuw believed to be 
moving toward Santa Marta and the gov- 
ernment troops have made elaborate plans 
to resist the attack. Santa Marta is the 
capital of the department of Magdalena and 
has a papultion of about six thousand. It 
is a port of entry and a railway line is 
partially constructed, which may be con- 
tinued to the Magdalena River. The neigh- 
boring estate of San Pedro Alejanerino wil] 
be remembered as the place where the lib- 
erator Bolivar died in 1830, 

It is believed to be the intention of the 
insurgents to attack the place by both land 
and sea, and if they are victorious they will 
move on to Barranquilla. Gen. Palacio left 
Barranquilla on March 2% with three steam- 
ers and 1100 men for some port on the Mag- 
dalena River, leaving about 1400 men to 
guard the city. The strength of the insur- 
gents is not known.

Gen. Rundle’s British Division Came in Contact With the 
Enemy Near De Wet’s Dorp, and Fighting 
Is Now Going On. 


, 


BOSHOF, Orange Free State, April 
21.—At midday yesterday Gen. Methuen’s 
field force at Swartz-Kopjesfontein was 
ordered to return to Boshof. Its convoy 
extended over six miles. The escort 
took up a position on a hill command- 
ing the road, just in the nick of time, as 
a force of 2000 Boers with two guns and 
pompom suddenly appeared in the vicin- 
ity and opened a very heavy fire. The 
British, however, held them in check un- 
til the column reached a point of safety, 
when they retired. The British had sev- 
eral casualties. The Boers fought de- 
terminedly and must have suffered con- 
siderably, as they once advanced to with- 
in 300 yards of the hill, whence a con- 
cealed detachment of the British opened 
a heavy fusillade on them. 

LONDON, April 21, 6:18 p. m.—The 
War Office has received the following 
dispatch from Lord Roberts: 

“Bloemfontein, April’ 21.—Rundle’s 
force came in contact with the ene- 
my yesterday four miles southwest of De 
Wets Dorp. They occupied strong po- 
sitions covering the town. The yeoman- 
ry and mounted infantry seized another 
position, which enabled Rundle to drive 
the enemy eff and occupy the high ground 
the enemy had been holding. 

“Rundle advanced this morning early, 
and is now again engaging with the ene- 
my. Our casualties yesterday were two 
men severely wounded and Lieut. O’Con- 


nor and seven men slightly wounded. 
“ROBERTS.” 

De -Wets Dorp is # miles from Bloemfon- 
tein and 10 miles from Wepener, where a 
British foree has been for two weeks 
Boers. Gen. Rundle 
commands a division, about 10,00 men. 
Gen. Chermsides, commanding another Brit- 
ish division, is marching on Wepener. 


LONDON, April 21, 4:0 a. m.--Gens. 
Chermside and Rundle are moving over the 
sodden. roads. Rain was yet falling when 
they went into camp on Thursday after- 
noon, 18 miles west of De Wet’s Dorp. They 
hold the railway and the southern frontier 
of the Free State with 20,000 men. 

How many are going with the generals 
who will engage the Boers at Wepener is 
not mentioned in the latest dispatch from 
Oorlogspoort, where the British bivouacked 
on Wednesday night. The fleld telegraph 
ends there. 

On Thursday the Boers still had Col. Dal- 


etty closely penned, 
“a ® Bloemfontein correspondent of the 


Morning Post, telegraphing Thursday, April 


19, Says: 

>is already a 30-foot flood of the 
Caledon River, which is reported to be still 
ris.ng. All the drifts on the Modder River 
are impassable. Traffic is temporarily inter- 
rupted southward, the water having wasned 
the balast fram the line of the rallway. 

“The country about Bloemfontein is so 
deep in mud that the farm carts are unable 
to reach town. We had a heavy rain last 
night. To-day the weather is improving. 
but progress will be impossible until the 
roads are in better condition. 

‘“Strenuous efforts are being made to re- 
arrange the transport to meet the require- 
ments of the enlarged army. In view of 
the impending advance, anxiety increases 
among the troops concerning the future of 
the garrison at Bloemfontein, everyone 
hating the thought of being left here. There 
has been no increase of sickness.’ 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Times, telegraphing Friday, says: 

‘*Maj.-Gen. Prettyman has been appoint- 
ed military governor of the whole territory 
which hitherto belonged to the Free State. 
This extension of our authority has become 
necessary to preserve law and order, The 
errees of suspected Free Staters con- 
tinue.’”’ 

The Boers south of Bloemfontein are re- 
ported to ‘be retreating. Large commands 
were seen on April 19, near Thaba N’Chu, 
moving to the north. Their progress was 
slow, however, owing to the terrible con- 
dition of the country. By way of Pretoria 
comes a report that fever is decimating 
the Mafeking garrison, and a letter from 
the Mayor of Mafeking says Lord Rober's 
asked Col. Baden-Powell to hold out until 
May 20. 

A dispatch from Bloemfontein under date 
of yesterday says: 

The northern circuit of British optposts 
has not been touched by the Boers for sev- 
eral days It is now believed that the en- 
emy evacuated Bosman's Kop last evening.

THE NAVAL PROGRAM HAS AL-

It Is Believed That by Proper An- 
nouncement International Compli- 
cation Would Be Avoided, but 
Affairs May Turn Out the 
Other Way.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Unless the Sul- 
tan of Turkey @cts very promptly Ali Fer- 
rouh Bey, the Turkish minister, will be 
given his passports, and diplomatic rela- 
tions between the United States and Tur- 
key will be suspended until the Sultan pays 
the $100,000 due citizens of the United States. 

it is understood that an ultimatum is 
ready for presentation to the Turkish gov- 
ernment. It is believed that international 
complications could be averted by notify- 
ing the continental powers that it was the 
intention of the United States to remain 
in possession of a port only long enough to 
collect the money. The administration is at 
present averse, however, to going beyond a 
eeverance of diplomatic relations. 

The department is entirely satisfied of the 
eccuracy of Minister Strauss’ statement rel- 
ative to the promises made to him’ by the 
porte, notwithstanding Ali Ferrouh Bey’s 
declaration that these promises were condli- 
tional. All Ferrouh practically has said 
Birauss lied besides breaking all rules of 
diplomacy by gossiping to newspapers about 
Official state 

If diplomatic relations are severed the 
American missionaries scattered throughout 
Turkey are likely to find themselves in a 
precarious position, Diplomats here say 
that Turkey would be compelled to guard 
them with troops or escort them across the 
frontier. 

All the contingencies 
from an outright breach with Turkey have 
been canvassed at the State Department, 
with a thoroughness which of itseif .s suf- 
ficlent proof of the deliberate carnestness 
of the United States in forcing the Sultan 
to settle without regard to the extreme pun- 
ishment that may have to be Inflistted vpcn 
the Ottoman Impire should he prove pugna- 
cious. The missionary organizations in this 
eountry, Whose interests may be further 
jeopardized, have given assurances that 
they are wiiling to assume the :isk of hav- 
ing their property in Armenia destroyed by 
the Turks, and that the workers tiere who 
are dependent on American support do not 
ehrink from the possibility of a recurrence 
of the atrocious massacres which led to 
the present crisis. 

The naval programme in the event of a 
resort to force has also had careful consid- 
eration, and it appears that Smyrna will be 
almost as difficult to seize as was Santiagv, 
if the Turks have time to prepare for re- 
sistance. The city has a comparatively 
«man proportion of Turkish population, its 
prea storehouses and valuable property 
elonging exclusively to foreigners, chiefly 
English and German. On this account a 
general bombardment would be out of the 
vestion, and as a siege without co-operat- 
ng land forces would be ineffectual. a 
serious program is involwed in the prop- 
osition to seize and administer {ts customs. 
Smyrna’s enormous trade being largely in 
foreign hands, a protracted blockade of the 
harbor would antagonize Furopean inter- 
ests to a dangerous extent, and the United 
States without the approval of the conti- 
nental powers might be seriously enyhar- 
rassed in the undertaking. English consent 
and probatiy England's co-operation could 
be reasonable relied upon, but in any case 
the American naval forces assembled in the 
Mediterranean would have to be of power 
enough to force the Dardanelles in the end. 
This course, it is thought, would promptly 
involve all the Furopean powers, not as 
antagonists of the United States, but as 
eager aeents in the partition cf the 
Turkish Empire.

VICTIMS OF PLAGUE: 


NEARLY 200 DEATHS HAVE OC. 
CURRED IN MANILA. 


IN A MARKET. 


BROKE OUT 


The Building Is Now Guarded by. Sol- 
diers and Will Be Burned When 
Victims Are Removed. 


MANILA, April 21.—The sudden deaths 
of Filipinos and Chinamen in Quiapo Mar- 
ket have led to an investigation, showing 
that fifteen cases of the plague, fourteen of 
which were fatal, have occurred within a 
week. The market is located in the center 
of the city. In black, rotten, wooden build- 
ings, the keepers of the stalls live with 
their families huddled together in great 
filth, Some of the victims were stricken 
and died within an hour. There have been 
several deaths in other sections of the city 
recently, which have been traced to infec- 
tion from the market. After all the market 
people had gathered together to-day, the 
health officers threw a guard around the 
buildings and will Keen the inmates quar- 
antined there for a fortnight. They will 
then burn the market. The iotal numovoec- 
of bubonic deaths ar@ 119 Chinamen and 63 
Filipinos. 

The plague elsewhere has been suppressed, 
Not one infected person has becn in the 
Chimese district for ten Cays past. 


PLAGUE RAGES AT SYDNEY 


It Is Beyond Medical Control and 
Other Australian Towns May 
Suffer. 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, April 
21.—It is the opinion of Dr. Thompson, pres- 
ident of the Sydney Board of Health, that 


there is no hope of an early cessation of 
the plague, and that the epidemic can hard- 
ly be suppressed under eight or nine 
months. 

The steamer Miowera from Svdney yes- 
terday brought news of the spread of the 
plague in-Australia and of the ineffectual 
efforts of the colonial government to stamp 
it out. The Premier and members of his 
cabinet presented themselves for voluntary 
innoculation to make more easy the efforts 
of the health officers in the lower parts of 
the city. 

Thorough work has been done in the way 
of cleaning the city and war has been 
waged relentlessly against rats. Under the 
direction of the health authorities, the en- 
tire steamer traffic of Svdney has been re- 
arranged. Wharvese have been isolated, 
ferries removed and jetties disinfected, torn 
down and i.” rebuilt. All the <Austraiian 
towns, especially those on the coast, have 
been taking extraordinary precautions 
against the plague

PRESIDENT M’MATH’S MAP OF 
THEIR FINANCIAL COURSES. 


UPS AND DOWNS OF SALARIES. 


The Series Covers Twenty-four Years, 
and Is Elaborately Worked Out, but 
Just Why Is Not Certain. 


President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements is preparing a remarkabie 
map. Unlike most maps, it is not an il- 
lustration of topographical conditions, In 
its tout ensemble, this map is very ‘ike 
of Dr. Hyatt’s weather charts. Its surface 
is marked off into small squares through 
which .long, zig-zag lines seem to chase 
themselves in bewildering confusion. 

But in this feature the McMath map is 
exceptionally deceptive. As a matier 0 
fact, it is startling in its lucidity. It shows 
at a giance more clearly than columns of 
written matter could, a comprehensive idea 
of the subject it is intended to illustrate. 

That subject is the comparative expense 
of running the various departments of the 
municipal government for the last 4 years. 

Just why Mr. MoMath should wish to pre- 
sent these interesting financial compari- 
sons to the public at this particular time 
is not exactly clear. Just why he shoud 
delve into the musty, mildewed records of 
former administrations and contrast them 
publicly with the statistics of the Ziegen- 
hein regime is a matter of equal -ncertain- 
ty. Mr. MeMath himself sayeth not. But 
he watches with evident interest the prog- 
ress his expert draughtsman, Calvin M. 
Rosborough, makes on the map, and he 
simled a smile that seemed one of real 
satisfaction when Mr. Rosborough told him 
Saturday moring that he thougt he could 
have the tracings finished and a “blue- 
print’’ ready by Monday. 

“Some few weeks ago,” Mr. McMath 
eaid to the Post-Dispatch, “I had a chart 
made showing the comparative expense of 
running the city for every year since the 
scheme and charter went into effect down 
to the present time. This new map I am 
having prepared is an amplification of its 
predecessor. It goes into the same sub- 
ject more deeply and traces the salaries 
and expenses oF every departmnt during 
th period that has elapsed since the city 
and the county were separated.”’ 

The chart previously prepared Mr. Mc- 
Math uses in his lectures in various parts 
of the city on municipal government. He 
may intend to use the new map for a sim- 
ilar purpose. But regardless of the motive 
that impelled the Board of Public Improve- 
pmente’ president to go to this unusual trou- 
ble, the map is a very interesting produc- 
tion, even in its present embryotic con- 
dition. 

It is divided perpendicularly into two 
dozen tall columns, representing the years 
between 1876 and 1900. Horizontally it is 
parted by equi-distant parallel lines 
cating financial values. The base line 
no rating. On the next eucceeding lines 
small sums are marked near the margin. 
These increase gradually -until $1,000,000 ap- 
pears opposite the top line. Beginning in 
the first of "76 column—or in the column 
repreeenting the earliest year for which fig- 
ures could be secured—the lines that im- 
part the Hyatt aspect to the map etart 
across its surface from left to right. There 
are a few dozen of these lines on the map 
now and there will be many more in evi- 
dence before Mr. Rosborough stretches the 
“blue print’’ across Mr. McMath’s desk. 
for there are two lines to be traced for 
every department of the municipal govern- 
ment. One is for ‘“‘salaries,’’ the other 
expenses,

over the map’s checker board surface ex- 
actly in the fashion “hat the automatic 
pencil on an anemome? °< or kindred instru- 
ment leaves a tracing .n a weather chart.

HE RHYMER” 1s not a promising 
title for a romance. Its brevity 


oe 
is all that recommends it. But 


when it is understood that The Rhymer is 
Robert Burns and the romance is one of 
Scottish life, in which he plays a large 
part, expectation is whetted. 

This new historical romance is by Allan 
McAulay, a new name in the literary fleid. 
It is difficult to resist the temptation to 
indulge in superlatives in praise of “The 
Rhymer.” Scotland and Scottish life in 
Burns’ day could not fail, in the hands of 
a master of his craft, to give material for 
a@ romance well worth reading. This story 
combines Hardy's tragic realism with 
Seott’s thorough knowledge of Lowland 
Scotch life. It should interest women, ¢5- 
pecially, as it is a striking picture of con- 
ditions in which marriage, and parental 
authority regarding it, played a — in 
the days when a young woman had no 
prospect in life except the wedded state. 

The characters in the story are depicted 
in strong colors. The figure of Burns 
stands out in his many-sided personality. 
There is not too much dialect, and the 
narrative arranged with that simple art 
which appears to be without art. If the 
picture of the poet is not true to life, it is 
skillfully drawn, and peeps into Burns life 
are not numerous. That the author has 
tried to deal kindly by the whimsical, but 
gifted ‘‘rhymer,’’ is evident from the con- 
cluding sentence of the romance, in which 
he assures us that the poet alone is im- 
mortal.
